To  anyone  interested  in  the  history 
of  Freudian  psychoanalysis,  the 
work  of  Paul  Roazen  is  well  known. 
Over  the  past  twenty  years  he  has 
written  and  edited  numerous  books 
in  the  field,  including  major  biogra- 
phies of  Erik  Erikson  and  Helene 
Deutsch. 


In  this  new  book  Roazen  reaches 
back  to  the  beginning  of  his  career  in 
the  1960s,  when  he  interviewed 
more  than  seventy  people  who  had 
known  Sigmund  Freud  personally, 
among  them  nearly  a  dozen  members 
of  Freud's  family.  These  included 
three  of  Freud's  children — Oliver, 
Mathilda,  and  Anna — and  several  in- 
laws, nieces,  nephews,  and  grand- 
children. Roazen  also  met  with  many 
members  of  Freud's  "other"  family — 
the  men  and  women  who  became 
part  of  the  psychoanalytic  movement 
and  regarded  Freud  as  their  mentor 
and  patriarch. 

The  detailed  notes  Roazen  took 
during  these  interviews  provide  the 
basis  for  this  book,  which  offers 
fresh  insights  and  information  about 
Freud  and  Freudianism.  Roazen 
recounts,  for  example,  the  story  of 
his  discovery  that  Anna  Freud  had 
been  psychoanalyzed  by  her  father, 
and  he  explores  the  strained  relations 
between  Freud  and  his  various 
natural  and  intellectual  progeny. 

Part  personal  reminiscence,  part 
historical  analysis.  Meeting  Freud's 
Family  examines  the  points  of  inter- 
section in  Freud's  life  and  thought. 
In  so  doing,  it  enriches  our  under- 
standing and  demystifies  the  legacy 
of  one  of  the  most  influential  figures 
of  the  modern  age.

In  the  1930s,  with  the  rise  of  the 
Third  Reich,  thousands  of  European 
intellectuals  sought  refuge  in  the 
United  States.  Through  the  tireless 
efforts  of  Alvin  Johnson,  president  of 
the  New  School  for  Social  Research, 
nearly  two  hundred  of  these  scholars 
came  to  be  affiliated  with  the 
University  in  Exile,  later  known  as 
the  Graduate  Faculty  of  Political  and 
Social  Science.  This  book  presents  an 
intellectual  history  of  that  remark- 


able group  of  social  and  political 
scientists,  documenting  their  experi- 
ences and  their  influence  on  both 
European  and  American  thought. 

Johnson  was  one  of  the  first  to 
recognize  the  need  for  action  to 
prevent  Hitler's  destruction  of  the 
German  intellectual  tradition.  He 
sought  out  many  of  the  best  Euro- 
pean scholars  of  the  day  and  brought 
them  to  the  newly  created  University 
in  Exile  in  New  York.  There,  the 
refugees  framed  as  intellectual  prob- 
lems the  social  and  political  experi- 
ences that  had  so  disrupted  their 
lives  and  careers.  They  examined  the 
cultural  roots  of  fascism,  the  bureau- 
cratization of  Western  societies,  and 
the  prerequisites  for  a  historically 
and  morally  informed  social  science. 
In  the  field  of  economics,  the  exiles 
developed  theoretical  concepts  and 
models  that  came  to  be  instrumental 


in  the  formation  of  New  Deal  poli- 
cies and  that  remain  relevant  today. 

Telling  this  story  with  clarity  and 
precision,  Claus-Dieter  Krohn  also 
examines  the  ways  in  which  the 
refugees,  encountering  American 
democracy,  tried  to  reconcile  their 
European  past  with  life  in  their  new 
world.

Boston  Marriages 

Romantic  but  Asexual 
Relationships  among 
Contemporary  Lesbians 

Edited  by  Esther  D.  Rothblum 
and  Kathleen  A.  Brehony 

For  decades  the  term  "Boston  mar- 
riage" was  used  to  describe  single 
women  who  lived  together  and 
shared  their  lives.  The  presumption 
was  that  these  partnerships  were 
nonsexual.  In  recent  years,  however, 
the  opposite  assumption  has  pre- 
vailed, causing  some  women 
involved  in  Boston  marriages  to  hide 
the  asexual  nature  of  their  relation- 
ship from  the  lesbian  community. 

Convinced  that  Boston  marriages 
are  both  legitimate  and  important, 
Esther  D.  Rothblum  and  Kathleen  A. 
Brehony  argue  that  in  a  society  that 
defines  intimacy  by  the  occurrence  of 


sexual  activity,  we  have  no  word 
for — and  thus  no  understanding  of — 
the  intensely  romantic  but  asexual 
relationships  that  some  lesbians 
form.  By  bringing  these  relationships 
"out  of  the  closet"  and  discussing 
them  openly,  the  editors  and  other 
contributors  to  this  volume  challenge 
our  views  about  lesbianism  and 
address  larger  questions  concerning 
the  construction  of  sexuality  and 
sexual  identity.  How,  for  example, 
do  we  define  lesbianism?  What  con- 
stitutes a  romantic  involvement?  If 
a  couple  does  not  engage  in  sex,  are 
they  still  considered  lovers? 

The  book  includes  ten  personal 
accounts  by  women  involved  in 
Boston  marriages  as  well  as  theoreti- 
cal essays  by  Lillian  Faderman, 
Marnie  Hall,  JoAnn  Loulan,  Suzanna 
Rose,  Debra  Zand,  Marie  Cini,  and 
Laura  Brown.

The  concept  of  camp  has 
never  been  easy  to  define. 
Derived  from  the  French 
verb  camper,  "to  pose," 
it  has  been  variously  inter- 
preted as  a  style  that  favors 
exaggeration,  an  ironic  attitude 
toward  the  cultural  mainstream, 
and  a  form  of  aestheticism  that 
celebrates  artifice  over  beauty. 
At  the  same  time,  camp  has  been 
long  associated  with  homosexual 
culture,  or  at  least  with  a  self- 
conscious  eroticism  that  questions 
traditional  gender  constructions. 

The  sixteen  essays  on  camp  included 
in  this  book  explore  further  the  rela- 
tionship between  style  and  homosexual- 
ity, showing  how  camp  has  made  its  way 
into  every  aspect  of  our  cultural  lives:

literature.  Beginning  with  an  overview  of 
what  camp  is,  where  it  came  from,  and  how 
it  operates,  the  chapters  address  topics  ranging 
from  the  "high  camp"  of  Whitman  and  Proust 
to  the  "low  camp"  of  drag  queen  culture  and 
gay  fanzines.  Together  they  carry  forward  a 
conversation  that  began  more  than  twenty-five 
years  ago,  before  Stonewall  and  AIDS,  when 
Susan  Sontag  published  her  memorable  "Notes 
on  Camp."

In  "The  Last  Good  Man,"  a  self- 
righteous  newspaperman  has  a 
chance  to  get  rich  before  he  retires, 
but  only  if  he  will  sacrifice  his  princi- 
ples, and  in  "New  Math,"  a  young 
nun  teaches  the  boy  who  loves  her 
how  to  fistfight  and  how  to  forgive. 

Lyons  is  at  his  best  in  exploring 
the  subtle  texture  of  human  relation- 
ships. Whether  his  subject  is  a 
teenage  mother  or  an  aging  priest, 
these  memorable  stories  reveal  the 
momentary  elations,  lingering 
anguish,  and  curious  optimism  that 
mark  the  emotional  terrain  of 
Lawton  Falls.

Belief,  Difference,  and

The  relationship  between  humans 
and  their  gods  has  always  been  a 
primary  theme  in  literature.  Until 
recently,  however,  books  in  the 
American  literary  canon  have  rarely 
been  concerned  with  any  supernatu- 
ral beings  other  than  the  Judeo- 
Christian  god.  In  this  book  Bonnie 
Winsbro  moves  beyond  that  narrow 
focus  to  examine  the  power  of  the 
supernatural  in  the  works  of  six 
ethnic  writers:  Lee  Smith's  Oral 
History,  Louise  Erdrich's  Tracks, 
Leslie  Marmon  Silko's  Ceremony, 
Gloria  Naylor's  Mama  Day,  Toni 
Morrison's  Beloved,  and  Maxine 
Hong  Kingston's  The  Woman 
Warrior:  Memoirs  of  a  Girlhood 
among  Ghosts. 


By  selecting  these  authors, 
Winsbro  provides  a  multicultural 
perspective — Appalachian,  Native 
American,  African  American,  and 
Chinese  American — on  the  internal 
turmoil  experienced  by  ethnic  indi- 
viduals when  their  belief  systems 
clash  with  those  of  family,  commu- 
nity, or  dominant  culture.  Although 
their  responses  to  such  conflicts 
differ,  Winsbro  argues,  all  six 
authors  believe  that  personal  power 
is  acquired  through  self-definition, 
the  process  by  which  one  constructs 
one's  own  reality  as  a  foundation  for 
living  in  one's  own  center  rather 
than  on  another's  margins. 

By  analyzing  works  that  treat  seri- 
ously a  belief  in  such  supernatural 
figures  as  witches,  healers,  and 
ghosts,  Winsbro  seeks  to  show  that 
the  contemporary  world  is  not 
defined  by  one  reality — a  rationalis- 
tic, scientific  reality,  for  example,  or 
a  Judeo-Christian  reality — but  by 
many  realities.  Indeed,  acknowledg- 
ing the  coexistence,  collision,  and 
coalescence  of  multiple  realities  is 
one  of  the  distinguishing  features  of 
postmodern  life.

The  Mixed  Blessings  of 
Technology  in  America 
Howard  P.  Segal 

The  repeated  failure  of  technology 
to  fulfill  its  Utopian  promise  has  in 
recent  years  created  disillusionment 
in  the  very  idea  of  progress.  Indeed, 
if  technological  optimism  has  char- 
acterized modernity,  then  techno- 
logical pessimism  may  become  the 
hallmark  of  the  future.  Nowhere  has 
this  crisis  of  faith  been  more  evident 
than  in  the  United  States,  where  a 
series  of  disasters  has  challenged  the 
long-standing  belief  that  technologi- 
cal innovation  necessarily  leads  to 
social  improvement.  Even  the  surge 
of  renewed  confidence  in  American 
technology  spurred  by  the  alleged 
efficacy  of  high-tech  weapons 
systems  during  the  1991  Persian 
Gulf  War  has  proved  short-lived. 

In  a  series  of  case  studies,  Howard 
P.  Segal  reconsiders  the  American 
ideology  of  technological  progress 
and  its  legacy  for  our  contemporary 
high-tech  world.  He  offers  concrete 
examples — drawn  from  United  States 
history,  literature,  and  museums — of 
the  role  of  technology  in  American 
life  and  the  complex  relationship 
between  technological  advances  and 
social  developments.  In  each 
instance,  he  finds  technology  neither 
wholly  good  nor  wholly  bad,  but 
rather  a  mixed  blessing.

This  book  offers  a  comprehensive 
history  of  the  women's  movements 
in  the  United  States  and  Britain  from 
the  late  eighteenth  century  through 
the  1920s,  detailing  both  similarities 
and  differences.  In  each  country, 
organized  feminism  developed  from 
similar  social  conditions:  a  shared 
heritage  of  Enlightenment  ideas,  a 
relative  expansion  of  political  rights, 
the  spread  of  industrialization  and 
urbanization,  the  growth  of  an 
influential  middle  class,  and  the  pres- 
ence of  a  predominantly  Protestant 
culture.

This  theoretically  sophisticated  yet 
highly  readable  study  presents  a 
genealogy  of  the  uses  of  conversion 
narratives  in  linking  individual  iden- 
tity to  various  forms  of  social 
authority.  In  The  Mutilating  God, 
Gerald  Peters  shows  how  these  nar- 
ratives have  been  used  in  different 
ways  to  negotiate  between  private 
motivation  and  social  authority  in 
the  production  of  an  identity. 


Drawing  on  theories  of  Freud  and 
Lacan,  Peters  traces  the  evolution  of 
the  conversion  narrative  from  primi- 
tive initiation  rituals  through  the 
classical  and  Christian  traditions  to 
poetic  uses  in  modern  literature.  He 
examines  works  by  Plato,  St.  Paul, 
St.  Augustine,  Montaigne,  de  Sade, 
Rousseau,  De  Quincey,  Carlyle, 
Joyce,  Rilke,  Orwell,  and  Kafka, 
focusing  particularly  on  writers  of 
the  modern  period. 


Peters  argues  that  the  concept  of 
conversion  can  be  connected  to  the 
magical  transformations  of  the 
human  body  in  the  initiation  prac- 
tices of  early  cultures.  In  later 
monotheistic  or  "logos"  centered 
societies,  these  rituals  were  trans- 
formed into  the  narrative  patterns 
and  metaphors  that  link  individual 
identity  with  metaphysically 
grounded  forms  of  social  unity  and 
power.  In  the  modern  world  conver- 
sion narratives  have  become  a  means 
of  both  liberation  and  coercion.  If 
they  have  become  a  strategy  by 
which  individualized  identities 
undermine  traditional  forms  of 
social  authority,  they  are  also,  ulti- 
mately, the  means  by  which  political 
entities  impose  their  ideological 
visions  of  totality  on  others.

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Jean  Toomer  and  the 
Prison-House  of  Thought 

A  Phenomenology 
of  the  Spirit 
Robert  B.  Jones 


Best  known  for  his  experimental 
novel  Cane,  Jean  Toomer  (1894- 
1967)  is  associated  with  the  flower- 
ing of  the  Harlem  Renaissance  in  the 
early  1920s  as  well  as  the  postwar 
movement  known  as  the  Lost 
Generation.  But  Toomer  was  an 
enigmatic  writer  with  a  mystical 
vision  of  life.  He  followed  his  own 
path,  which  led  him  on  a  lifelong 
quest  for  spiritual  truth. 


This  book  provides  the  first  com- 
prehensive survey  of  Toomer's  writ- 
ings, including  many  unpublished 
works.  Critiquing  the  subjective 
idealism  that  lies  at  the  center  of 
Toomer's  oeuvre  through  the  lens 
of  Lukacs  theory  of  reification, 
Robert  B.  Jones  frames  his  analysis 
in  terms  of  Kierkegaard's  stages  of 
development — the  aesthetic,  the 
ethical,  and  the  religious. 

Part  I — the  aesthetic  sphere — 
examines  the  works  composed 
between  1918  and  1923  in  the  light 
of  Orientalism,  Symbolist  Idealism, 
and  Imagism.  Part  II — the  ethical 
sphere — moves  on  to  the  writings 
Toomer  produced  from  1924  to 
1939,  during  his  apprenticeship  with 
the  Russian  mystic  Gurdjieff.  Part 
III — the  religious  sphere — considers 
the  influence  of  Quaker  religious 
philosophy  on  Toomer's  work 
from  1940  to  1955.  The  result  is  a 
thoughtful,  well-written  study  that 
casts  new  light  on  Toomer's  literary 
and  intellectual  development  from  a 
variety  of  critical  perspectives.
